STATE TAKES HAND IN FIGHI 


Nsw Jersey Leads In Advanced Leg!* 
lation Designed to Check Spread 
of Tuberculosis, 


W hat is designated by the National 
Association for the Study and Preven­ 
tion of Tuberculosis as the most ad­ 
vanced legislation in the campaign 
against tuberculosis that has been 
enacted by any state In the United 
States, If not by any country in the 
world, is found in a bill recently 
passed by the New Jersey legislature 
and signed by Governor Wilson. Th# 
new law provides that 
tuberculosis 
patients who refuse to obey the regu­ 
lations laid down by the state board 
of health concerning the prevention of 
their disease, and thus become a men­ 
ace to the health of those with whom 
they associate shall be compulsorily 
segregated by order of the courts, in 
Institutions provided for this purpose. 
If such a patient refuses to obey the 
rules and regulations of the institu­ 
tion in which he is placed, he may “be 
Isolated or separated from other per* 
sons and restrained from leaving the 
institution.” 
The law further 
pro­ 
vides that all counties in the state 
of New Jersey shall within six months 
from April 1st make provision in spe­ 
cial institutions for the care of all 
persons having tuberculosis in 
th e B O 
counties. The state treasurer will sub­ 
sidize each county to the extent 
of 
$3.00 a week for each person main­ 
tained in these 
institutions, 
except 
those who are able to pay for the cost 
of maintenance.

This sort of thing is going on at 
such a rate that tho amount of sul­ 
phuric 
acid carried 
away 
by the 
streams of the coal region of Penn­ 
sylvania in the course of a year has 
been estimated . by the 
water re­ 
sources branch 
of the 
government 
geological survey at 970,000 
tons—a 
quantity equal 
to 
more than two- 
thirds of the total sulphuric acid con­ 
sumed in a twelvemonth in the United 
States for industrial purposes. 


Sulphuric acid has many uses in the 
arts. 
Among other things, it is em­ 
ployed to clean iron before the latter 
is galvanized; likewise in the treat­ 
ment of sheet iron for making tin* 
ware, and the wire for fences and 
nails. 
For these and other purposes 
75,000 tons of it are consumed annual­ 
ly In and about the city of Pittsburg. 


Mark, then, the pity of the circum­ 
stances that, as determined by the 
government exports, no less than 95,- 
000 tons of sulphuric acid flows in a 
year past the town of McKeesport, in 
the Youghiogheny 
river—that is to 
say, 20,000 tons more than is utilized 
Industrially in Pittsburg and its vi­ 
cinity during the same period. 


To put the case otherwise, fully 
$1,200,000 worth of sulphuric acid, pro­ 
duced by nature, is carried away every 
year by one stream in a neighborhood 
where the same stuff is required for 
use by thousands of tons in factories. 
Here is a problem for the industrial 
chemist to solve—the obvious difficul­ 
ty in the way being that the solution 
of acid is so very dilute that attempts 
to concentrate it would be likely to 
prove unprofitable. 


Incidentally, 
the 
acid 
robs 
the 
streams of all their oxygen, kills the 
fishes, and attacks structures of iron. 
It literally eats up bridge piers, lock 
gates, etc., and at the present time is 
making a lot of trouble in the govern­ 
ment canals along the headwaters of 
the Ohio.

JAPANESE CITIES AS MODELS 


Lecturer Declares They Are Ahead of 
Other Nations in Municipal 
Government. 


That western ideas of civilization 
have permeated Japan to such an ex­ 
tent that it is rapidly forging ahead 
of some of the recognized leading na­ 
tions of the world was the declara­ 
tion made by Harvey N. Shepard of 
Boston, former attorney general 
of 
Massachusetts, in an address on “Jap­ 
anese Municipal Governments” to tho 
members of the Philadelphia 
City 
club. 
Mr. Shepard also declared that 
the Japanese people were far ahead 
of Americans in solving municipal af­ 
fairs. 


“In no other countries on the face 
of the earth,” he said, “are the mu­ 
nicipal governments closer to the will 
of the people than they are 
in 
the 
Flowery Kingdom, and graft and ex­ 
travagances such as 
often 
charged 
against the 
officials 
of 
cities 
and 
towns in our own country are prac­ 
tically unknown. 
While the munici­ 
palities of Japan are of a more recent 
development than our own they are 
founded on a firmer basis to further 
the prosperity of the people.

Making Weather to Order. 


There is a possibility that at some 
dim and distant date we shall be able 
to provide weather to order. 
At any 
rate, a speaker at the Institution of 
Electrical Engineers in London held 
out a hope that this 
wonderful and 
scientific problem can be solved. 


The suggestion is that by means of 
applied electricity clopds approaching 
our coasts shall bo dispersed and pre­ 
vented from crossing tho country. In 
other words, the 
clouds 
would be 
broken and made to disgorge their 
moisture at sea. 


The electrical defense of our coasts, 
if established, could be used at will, 
but the principal trouble would be the 
pleasing of everybody. 
Where one 
farmer, for example, would require 
rain, 
another 
might 
demand 
fine 
weather. 


Undoubtedly if weather control were 
required scientists would proceed with 
their invention; but at present there 
seems no possibility of the nation at 
large requiring weather to order, for 
what suits one man does not suit an­ 
other.

“In our own country 180 cities are 
now organized and formally commit­ 
ted to a commission for laying out 
the lines of growth for twenty years 
to come. 


“All of our cities of the first class 
having over 1,000,000 population, most 
of our cities of the second class, with 
100,000 
population to l,000.0u0, and 
more than 100 cities of the third class 
have their organized municipal com­ 
mission on city 1 building. 


“The time was when our civilization 
was largely rooted in the country, in 
the farm and the rural village, while 
the city was only a ganglion and 
nerve center rather than the brain. 


“Now every year the pull of 
the 
metropolis upon the heartstrings of 
boys and girls in rural districts is a 
stronger pull. 
The city is the center 
of business, with manufacturing and 
financial life. 
The city is the home 
of music, art and eloquence, 
The 
city is home of the college, the libra­ 
ry, professional schools, and for all 
these reasons it is quite certain that 
as the city goes so will go tho re­ 
public.”

Dire Penalties of Twentieth Century 
Civilization In the Prevalence of 
Industrial Diseases. 


The first national conference on in­ 
dustrial 
diseases 
brought 
forth 
8 
statement that there are 13.400,000 
cases of sickness among artisans and 
craftsmen annually in this country, at­ 
tributed directly to special occupa­ 
tional hazards, and that these involve 
ft total annual economic loss of nearly 
three-fourths of a billion dollars. Only 
a few new diseases have been caused 
by the new trades that have grown 
up in tho last quarter of a century, 
caisson disease being the most strik­ 
ing of these, but, in the words of Dr. 
Thompson, “in our complex 
civiliza­ 
tion the evolution of new machinery 
and apparatus, of new 
varieties 
of 
food and drink, of new occupations 
and habits of life—In a word, of our 
new environment—has been accompa­ 
nied by the use of new poisons in the 
mechanical arts, new strains for the 
nerva* and new stress of the mind." 


Among the trades which make their 
workers most liable to lead poisoning 
are lead smelting, refining, plumbing, 
pottery and porcelain making, file cut­ 
ting, paint making and painting, glass 
blowing and rolling, storage battery

Let the Man Who Feelt He Can Do 
Worthy Things Force Himself to 
Accomplish Them, 


All men, speaking in round num* 
bers, have capacity, but perhaps there 
is no one thing which individual men 
understand so little as their true na­ 
tive capacity. 
In practice it is easy 
to find one man overestimating his 
ability while another underestimates 
his. 
The latter type of man is the 
most common—and his attitude may 
be neither humble nor virtuous—while 
the former is one of the most trying 
and often one of the most foolish ap­ 
pearing members of society. The one 
who underestimates his capacity may 
at the same time have an exaggerated 
notion of his rights. Such a combina­ 
tion is more than likely to unlit him 
for finding the place where his latent 
capacity might expand.

with discontent or rage because others 
of less ability but 
far

ciplined—discipline 
which has been 
rigidly 
self-imposed—are 
better off 
than they or have what they want and 
are not likely to get.

tablespoonful of salt. Steep a packed 
tablespoonful of hops 
in a cup 
of 
water; pour this water over the ottier 
ingredients, add a quart of water, and 
when the mixture is luke warm add a 
yeast cake that has been softened in 
a little water. The yeast is now ready 
for bread. 


About two hours before the bread is 
needed, prepare the sponge, use a cup 
or cup and a half of the yeast mixture, 
adding more salt and some shorten­ 
ing, with flour enough to knead as soft 
as it can be handled. Knead ten min­ 
utes, make into loaves or buns and 
when light bake without further knead­ 
ing. 


This bread is so simple to make, so 
good in flavor and one can prepare it 
on short notice, that every housewife 
should keep sope of 
the yeast 
on 
hand. 


Graham Bread.—Take three cups of 
graham flour, two cups of sour milk, 
two teaspoonfuls of soda, two-thirds 
of a cup of dark brown sugar, a pinch 
of salt. Mix all together and bake one 
hour in a slow oven. 


Brown Bread.—Three cups of gra­ 
ham flour, two of white flour and one 
of cornmeal, a half cup of sugar, a 
teaspoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
of salt, two cups each 
of 
warmed 
sweet milk and two of water; add a 
compressed yeagt cake, beat well, put 
in tins at might, cover air tight. Bake 
In the morning one hour. This makes 
two loaves. 


Prepare a good kettle of stock, and 
keep on hand for soups nnd sauces; a 
pot of beans will help out for several 
meals. 
They can be used in salad 
and soup also. 


Prepare a beef loaf or a baked ham» 
or a boiled tongue. These are always 
easy to serve and well liked. 


Bake a good big jar of cookies, a 
spice cake or a simple 
fruit 
cake 
which will keep. 


Cook up a big dish of rice, which 
can be used in so many good dishes, 
croquettes, griddle cakes, muffins and 
desserts. 


Cook a dish of dried prunes and 
peaches, to be used in puddings and 
as sauce with cake for dessert. 


Bake the under crust for several 
pies and keep in a cool pln^e. fill with 
any desired filling for a quick dessert. 


Prepare a jar of salad dressing and 
a simple salad of lettuce 
may 
bo 
quickly served. 


Make out a week’s menu as a guide, 
of course. 
They cannot be followed 
exactly, as there are always left-overs 
or* other things to 
modify 
arrange­ 
ments. 


If the weather is too hot for soup 
stock to keep, have a few cans of good 
soup or broth on hand. They will be 
a wonderful help in time of need.

According to good authorities, fish 
loses from ten to fifty per cent of its 
weight in their preparation for cook­ 
ing. They should In all cases be killed 
immediately upon catching, both for 
humane reasons and for their food 
value. 


Fish Hash.—Melt a tablespoonful of 
butter in a saucepan, add a cup 
of 
milk and two cups of any kind of 
cooked fresh fish, freed from bones and 
skin and picked into 
small 
pieces. 
Season to taste, simmer five minutes, 
and serve on slices of dipped toast. 
Any fish sauce left over from a previ­ 
ous meal may be used in place of the 
milk in the hash. 


Baked Fish With Dressing.—Bone 
or leave the bones in. It is not a dif­ 
ficult task to remove the bones, and 
it is much easier carved.

Acquit Woman of Murder. 


A. jury before Justice Scudder In 
the supreme court in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
acquitted Winifred Ankers of murder 
in the first degree in connection with 
tbe death by poison last February of 
nine baby inmates of the 
Brooklyn 
Nursery and Infants' hospital. 


Although charged with the death of 
nine infants, Miss Ankers was only 
indicted 
for 
the 
deaths of two of 
them—Richard 
Gomersall, 
the 
six- 
montrs-old son of an insane mother, of 
whose murder she was acquitted, and 
Rachel 
Llebowitz, two months old. 
Bail in the latter case was fixed at 
$2000 after her acquittal.

STATE TAKES HAND IN FIGH" 


Naw Jersey Leads In Advanced Lcgia 
latlon Designed to Check Spread 
of Tuberculosis, 


What la designated by the National 
Association for the Study and Preven 
tion of Tuberculosis as the most ad 
vanced legislation 
In 
the 
campaign 
against tuberculosis 
that 
has 
been 
enacted by any state In the United 
States, if not by any country In the 
world, is found 
in 
a 
bill 
recently 
passed by the New Jersey legislature 
and signed by Governor Wilson. The 
new law provides that 
tuberculosis 
patients who refuse to ob«y the regu- 
lations laid down by the state board 
of health concerning the prevention of 
their disease, and thus become a men* 
ace to the health of those with whom 
they associate shall be 
compulsorlly 
segregated by order of the courts, in 
Institutions provided for this purpose. 
If such a patient refuses to obey the 
rules and regulations 
of 
the institu- 
tion In which he Is placed, be may "be 
Isolated or separated from other per^ 
sons and restrained from leaving the 
institution." 
The 
law 
further 
pro- 
vides that all counties 
In 
the state 
of New Jersey shall within six month» 
from April 1st make provision In spo- 
cial institutions 
for the care of all 
persons having tuberculosis in 
these 
counties. The state treasurer will sub- 
sidize each county to the extent 
of 
$3.00 a week for each 
person 
main- 
tained In these 
Institutions, 
except 
those who are able to pay for the cost 
of maintenance.

Among other things, it Is em- 
ployed to clean iron before the latter 
IS galvanized; likewise in the treat- 
ment of Sheet iron for making tin- 
ware, and the wire for fences and 
nails. 
For these and other purposes 
/ 5,000 tons of it are consumed annual- 
ly in and about the city of Pittsburg 
Mark, then, the pity of the circum- 
stances that, as determined 
by the 
government exports, no less than 95,- 
000 tons of sulphuric acid flows in a 
year past the town of McKeesport in 
the Youghiogheny 
river—that is to 
say, 20.000 tons more than is utilized 
industrially in Pittsburg and its vi- 
cinity during the same period. 


To put the case otherwise, fully 
$1.200.000 worth of sulphuric acid, pro- 
duced by nature, is carried away every 
year by one stream in a neighborhood 
where the same stuff is required for 
use by thousands of tons in factories. 
Here is a problem for the industrial 
chemist to solve—the obvious difficul- 
ty in the way being that the solution 
of acid ia so very dilute that attempts 
to concentrate it would be likely to 
prove unprofitable. 


Incidentally, 
the 
acid 
robs 
the 
streams of all their oxygen, kills the 
fishes, and attacks structures of iron. 
It literally eats up bridge piers, lock 
gates, etc., and at the present time is 
making a lot of trouble in the govern- 
ment canals along the headwaters of 
the Ohio.

Making V/eather to Order. 


There Is a possibility that at some 
dim and distant date v/e shall be able 
to provide weather to order. 
At any 
rate, a speaker at the Institution of 
liiectrical Engineers in London held 
out a hope that this 
wonderful and 
scientific problem can be solved. 


The suggestion is that by means of 
applied electricity clopds approaching 
our coasts shall bo dispersed and pre- 
vented from crossing tho country. 
In 
other words, the 
clouds 
would be 
broken and made to disgorge their 
moisture at sea. 


The electrical defense of our coasts, 
if establifhed, could be used at will, 
bu^t the principal trouble would be the 
pleasing of 
everybody. 
Where

rain, 
another 
might 
demand 
fine 
weather. 


Undoubtedly if weather control were 
required scientists would proceed with 
their Invention; but at present there 
seems no possibility of the nafilon at 
large requiring weather to order, for 
what suits one man does not suit an- 
other. 


Dr. Hillls of Brooklyn, while hold-

has 
very optimistic views of the future. 


"There is a new spirit abroad in the 
nations of the earth," he said.

spirit of revolt against the ugliness of 
large towns is now sweeping over the 
Old World and the New.

''In Germany alone I have found 
this summer twenty

"In our own country 180 cities are 
now organized and formally commit- 
ted to a commission for laying 
out 
the lines of grov/th for twenty years 
to come. 


"All of our cities of the first class 
having over 1,000,000 population, most 
of our cities of the second class, with

more than 100 cities of the third class 
have their organized municipal com- 
mission on cltyibullding. 


"The time was when our civilization 
•was largely rooted in the country, in

city was 
only a ganglion

"Now every year the pull of

The first national conference on In- 
dustrial 
diseases 
brought 
forth 
a 
statement 
that 
there 
are 
13.400,000 
cases of sickness among artisans and 
craftsmen annually in this country, at- 
tributed 
directly 
to special 
occupa- 
tional hazards, and that these Involve 
^ total annual economic loss of nearly 
three-fourths of a billion dollars. Only 
a few new diseases have been caused 
by the new trades that have grown 
up In the last quarter of a century, 
caisson disease being the most strik- 
ing of these, but, in the words of Dr. 
Thompson, "in our complex 
civiliza- 
tion the evolution of new machinery 
and apparatus, of new 
varieties 
of 
food and drink, of new 
occupations 
and habits of life—In a word, of our 
new environment—has been accompa- 
nied by the use of new poisons in the 
mechanical arts, new strains for the 
nervitfi and new stress of the mind." 


Among the trades which make their 
workers most liable to lead poisoning 
are lead smelting, refining, plumbing, 
pottery and porcelain making, file cut- 
ting, paint making and painting, glass 
blowing and rolling, storage 
battery 
making, enameling, carriage and auto- 
mobile 
building, 
shipbuilding 
and 
house decoration.

They never 
by any circumstance

condi- 
tions. 
They bring up children 
who 
have no more determination than a 
poplar leaf. 
They are in every re- 
spect the absolute antithesis of Spar- 
tan. 


Such people as these do not gain In 
what Herbert Spencer calls increased 
coherence of conduct. 
They skip ail 
tangles. 
Gordlan knots 
do not 
In- 
spire them to original solution. 
But 
they are often In their hearts 
filled 
with discontent or rage because others 
of less ability but 
far 
better 
dis- 
ciplined—discipline 
which has 
been 
rigidly 
self-imposed—are 
better 
off 
than they or have what they want and 
are not likely to get.

They collect In great numbers, as 11 
they had all beei summoned for the 
occasion. 
A few of the fi^ck elt with 
drooping heads and others seem 
as 
grave as judges, while others again 
are exceedingly active and noisy. 
In 
the course of about an hour they dis- 
perse, and it is not uncommon, after 
they have flown away, to find one or 
two dead ones. 


These meetings will sometimes con- 
tinue for a day or two before their ob- 
ject, whatever it may be, Is accom- 
plished. 
Crows continue to 
arrive 
from all quarters during the session. 


As soon as they have all arrived a 
very general racket ensues and short- 
ly after the whole fall upon one or two 
Individuals and put them to 
death. 
When the execution has been perform- 
ed they quietly disperse.

upon a neighboring house.

gathering from all quarters occurred 
until the roof of the guardhouse was 
blackened with them. 


Thereupon a prodigious chatter en- 
sued.

BREADS. 


For those living In the country or 
small towns, where fresh compressed 
yeast cake 1b not obtainable, the fol* 
lowing method of making bread will 
be found most satisfying, in fact It la 
used by many city households, who 
prefer it to any other: 


Cook six medium-sized potatoes in 
water to cover; mash and strain the 
potato and waiter 
in which 
it was 
cooked over four 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
flour, four tablespoonfuls of sugar, a 
tablespoonful of salt. Steep a packed 
tablespoonful of hops 
in a cup 
of 
water; pour this water over the ottier 
Ingredients, add a quart of water, and 
when the mixture is luke warm add a 
yeast cake tliat has been softened in 
a little water. The yea^t is now ready 
for bread. 


About two hours before the bread is 
needed, prepare the sponge, use a cup 
or cup and a half of the yeast mixture, 
adding more salt and some shorten- 
ing, with flour enough to knead as soft 
as it can be handled. 
Knead ten min- 
utes. make into loaves or buns and 
when light bake without further knead- 
ing. 


This bread is so simple to make, so 
good in flavor and one can prepare it 
on short notice, that every housewife 
should keep sope of 
the yeast 
on 
hand, 


Graham Bread.—Take three cups of 
graham flour, two cups of sour milk, 
two teaspoonfuls of soda, two-thirds 
of a cup of dark brown sugar, a pincb 
of salt. Mix all together and bake one 
hour in a slow oven. 


Brown Bread.—Three cups of gra- 
ham flour, two of white flour and one 
of cornmeal, a half cup of sugar, a 
teaspoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
of salt, two cups each 
of 
warmed 
sweet mUk and two of water; add a 
compressed yea^ cake, beat w^ell, put 
In tins at^ight, cover air tight 
Bake 
In the morning one hour. 
This makes 
two loaves. 


Prepare a good kettle of stock, and 
keep on hand for soups and gaucea; a 
pot of beans will help out for several 
meals. 
They can be used in salad 
and soup also. 


Prepare a beef loaf or a baked ham, 
or a boiled tongue. 
These are always 
easy to serve and well liked. 


Bake a good big jar of cookies, a 
spice cake or a simple 
fruit 
cake 
which will keep. 


Cook up a big dish of rice, which 
can be used in so many good dishes, 
croquettes, griddle cakes, muflins and 
desserts. 


Cook a disb of dried prunes and 
peaches, to be used In puddings and 
as sauce with cake for dessert. 


Bake the under crust for several 
pies and keep In a cool pla^^e, All with 
any desired filling for a quick dessert 


Prepare a jar of salad dressing and 
a simple salad of Icttuce 
may 
bo 
quickly served. 


Make out a week's menu as a guide, 
of course. 
They cannot be followed 
exactly, as there are always left-overs 
or' other things to 
modify 
arrange- 
ments. 


If the weather is too bot for soup 
stock to keep, have a few cans of good 
soup or broth on hand. 
They will be 
a wonderful help In time of need. 


Orange 
Sponge 
Cake.—Beat 
the 
yolks of three eggs until light, add a 
little of a third of a cup of water and 
one and a half 
cups of 
powdered 
sugar; beat weir and add the remain- 
der of the water, thij juice and a tea- 
spoonful of grated rin\l of an orange 
and a cupful of flour. Add the beaten 
whites of the eggs and a half cup of 
flour sifted with two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder. 
Bake in a moderate 
oven.

VEGETABLE FOODS. 


In the spring, when cabbage has lost 
some of its crispness, cut off the stem 
and immerse in water and let stand 
several hours. 
Its crispness will re- 
pay the attention. 


Pea Soup»—Take a cup of dried split 
peas, two and a third quarts of water. 
t pint of milk, a small piece of fat 
salt pork, three tablespoonfuls of but- 
;er, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
ind a half teaspoonfuls of salt and a 
tew dashes of pepper. 


M''ash the peas and soak over night 
Simmer with the salt pork until ten- 
Jer, then rub through a sieve. 
Cook 
;he flour with the butter, and add to 
;he pea puree; season 
with 
onion 
iulce, salt, pepper and stir in the milk. 


Tomato Jelly.—Take two and a half 
5ups of tomato, one slice of onion, a 
jtalk of celery, a bay leaf, two clo\es, 
>alf a teaspoonful of salt, a piece of 
•ed pepper pod, or a few drops of ta- 
basco sauce, half a cup of mushrooms 
jhopped, a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
aalf a box of gelatine and a half cup 
if cold water. 


Cook together all the 
Ingredients 
DUt the vinegar and gelatine for fifteen 
ninutes, then add the vinegar and the 
jelatine softened In cold water. Strain 
ind mold as desired. 
Serve as a gar- 
aish or as a salad with mayonnaise or 
Dojled dressing.

In

BouMlon.— 


Mince one onion, one stalk of celery, 
three sprigs of parsley, and fry in a 
little butter; add two teaspoonfuls of 
salt, six peppercorns, a bay leaf, three 
cloves, two quarts of boiling 
water 
and a pint of vinegar. 
Boil 
fifteen 
minutes and keep to boil fish In. Rub 
the fish with salt and lemon juice, tie 
in a thin piece of muslin and boll un- 
til the fish falls from the bones. 


According to good authorities, fish 
loses from ton to fifty per cent of its 
weight in their preparation for cook- 
ing. They should In all cases be killed 
immediately upon catching, both for 
humane reasons and for their food 
value. 


Fish Hash.—Melt a tablespoonful of 
butter in a saucepan, add a cup 
of 
milk and two cups of any kind of 
cooked fresh fish, freed from bones and 
skin and picked Into 
small 
pieces. 
Season to taste, simmer five minutes, 
and serve on slices of dipped toast 
Any fish sauce left over from a previ- 
ous meal may be used in place of tho 
milk in the hash. 


Baked 
Fish 
With 
Dressing.—Bone 
or leave the bones In. It is not a dif- 
ficult task to remove the bones, and 
it is much easier carved. 
Make 
a 
dressing, using bread crumbs and sea- 
soning of palt, pepper, 
oslon 
juice 
and lemon peel and nutmeg. Hub the 
fish well with salt stuff not too full, 
sew up and lay pieces of breakfast ba- 
con or salt pork over it and under it 
while baking,
